The press has had little to do in bringing about 
jpis result, for we have observed only the most brief announcement of each even- 
ng entertainments. Such being the case, we will pass to other subjects, lest 
we dissolve the spell. 

Wiss Tree's benefit on Friday of last week was brilliant indeed. Knowles's 
yew play of “ Woman’s Wit” was represented for the second time at this house. 
\iss Tree sustained the part of Hero, and Miss Cusuman was transferred to that 
of Bustace. We never can expect to see another such a Hero upon our stage, 
yor will Miss Tree ever do it greater justice. Miss Cushman's enactment of 
Bystace was altogether respectable. The capital farce of ‘* Simpson & Co.” 
jyought out all the comic talent of the company, and the house resounded with 
yeals on peals of joyous laughter. We cannot see Miss Tree again till her return 
» May next, from a prolonged sojourn at the South. 


On Wednesday last Mr. Jonn R. Scorr took a benefit. The house was not as 
good as he deserved, but Mr. Scott acquitted himself most creditably. But how 
can we do justice to the superlative merits of the regular company in ‘‘ Rob Roy ’’ 
on that occasion? How can we do justice to the lofty bearing, the dignified 
gravity, the elaborate costume of Richines? And who shall tell of the per- 
fection of Mr. Jones in his part, evincing a close, thoughtful, preliminary study of 
almost ten minutes? And what pen shall describe the perfection of Miss Cush- 
man's enactment, its stern determination, its grim repose, so sharply acknow- 
ledged by an intelligent house? The theme is too great for us; pass we to the 
other house. 





Tar Nationat.—The performance of our duty towards the stage and its nu 
merous interests, never affords more lively satisfaction than when it calls upon us 
to record the successful production of a new opera. Such is our present duty, 
rendered doubly grateful, as we have at the same time to note the first appearance 
in New York of three artists of distinguished merit. On Monday evening last, 
Rooxe's opera of ** Awitig, or the Love Test,” was produced to an overflowing 
ad fashionable audience at the National theatre. ‘‘ Amilie ’’ is the first and only 
work which Rooke has yet brought before the world, but the merit of this sing!e 
fort has already won for its author a distinguished rank among the composers of 
ihe age, and secured to him the most substantial reward of genius. 


Like Batre, Rooxe is an Irishman, and he resembles him in the pathetic color- 
ing of his genius. The early associations of Rooke, who acquired the elements 
# his profession in the choir of a cathedral, have tinged several of the best pas- 
ages in his opera with a sober, melancholy hue, altogether congenial to the highest 
harms of music. Like his countryman, he displays a taste for the most elabo- 
The concerted music of Amilie is scientific and complicated, 
md must be heard again and again before the mind perceives its full scope, and 
yields itself to the designs of the composer. In its dramatic interest it will re- 
nind the listener strongly of ** La Sonnambula.” The naked outline of the p'ot 
snot unlike, while the prevailing theme of the most brilliant airs in either opera 
squite the same.

Another peculiarity of this opera was well pointed out by 
t {nendin our columns last week :—‘* The scene of ‘ Amilie’ is laid in the coun- 
ty of the Tyrol, and its music embodies, in a striking manner the bewitching 
and mountain wildness of the native melodies of that singular people, combined 
with fine choral and orchestral effects.” This peculiarity pervades in an unusual 
cegree the work, yet in no two instances does it produce an eifect so monotonous 
that you can attribute to the author the fault of tnannerism, so incident to art: ts. 
Asa whole, the opera will, we believe, bear a critical comparison with the works 
of the most celebrated composers. They, are now adapting it to the German 
siege. To the son of the ‘blue-eyed race,” music is another sense. Imagine 
tis delight when he listens to that grand movement at the conclusion of the se- 

tend act,—** Curse! curse the traitor!” Imagine a German audience in one of 
ldeir great theatres, —one hundred performers in their orchestra,—at least the same 
Sumber inthe chorus, and all of the first order of merit!

‘The face and figure of this lady, if not cast in the rarest mould of beauty, 
are pretty and pleasing,—nay, when her countenance is lighted up with smiles, and 
every feature beams with exultation and delight, and she pours forth in heavenly 
strains, ‘joy, rapturous joy,” then is she positively beautiful. Her first reception 
was such as a New York audience alone gives a stranger,—warm, hearty plaudits 
hailed her, which might inspire the coldest breast. 
was redoubled as she advanced in her part, and at the conclusion, the house,— 
charmed with her acting, and pleased with the weman, rather than transported by 
her merits as an artist,—was all alive with enthusiasm, and aroused the walls of 
the National with cheerings far unlike those which usually awaken its echoes. 

Mr. Witson next demands our attention, and rare indeed must have been the 
excellence of this gentleman to have satisfied the general expectation. ‘Those 
who understood his pesition in the musical circles of London did not look for the 
first tenor of the age, but that some such extravagant estimation of his rank in his 
profession prevailed among playgoers is beyond a doubt, and it is equally certain 
that all such were diseppomted. His voice is a pure tenor of great compass, but 
small volume. 
nering,” he is scarcely to be surpassed. ‘The style in which he executes the 
pretty air in the second act, “ Time—thou cheat of human bliss,” is exquisite in- 
deed, evincing the purest taste and much feeling, and it has excited a general 
wish to hear him in some part more fitted for the development of his real excel- 
lence. In nearly all the concerted pieces of this opera, he appears to us to be out 
of his province; he is a musician indeed, and his execution is complimented for 
its accnracy and taste, but he lacks force to give due effect to the conceptions of 
the composer. Nor as an actor does Mr. Wilson excel, and it was truly unfortu- 
nate for him that in this regaid a misconception had been created in the public 
mind, in advance of his appearance. A thousand times easier is it for sterling 
merit tv surmount any obstacle raised by prejudice or calumny, than to check the 
evil influence of falling short of general expectation, raised to an exaggerated 
height by too lavish praise. That Mr. Wilson will succeed with us in the end— 
nay, that he is already recovering from the effect of the first disappointment, is 
very manifest. His thorough knowledge of music, his cu!tivated taste, and a 
voice of rare sweetness which never fails him in his efforts, will ultimately secure 
him an enviable popularity. 

In Mr. Epwarp Secuin has our stage made its most valuable acquisition. 
Though young in his profession, he came among us with a high reputation, and 
yet he exceeded rather than fell short of the expectations of his audience. A\l- 
ready may he be considered an established favorite at this house. Handsome in 
person, his carriage upon the stage is dignified and easy, and it never occurs to 
you as he goes through the part of the Count that you have other than a gentleman 
before you. His voice is a baritone, deep and rich, and he manages it with entire 
ease to himself. The music of “ Amilie” is new to him, and in consequence he 
each night gains upon his audience, as his increasing familiarity with it gives him 
freedom and self-possession. There is less ornament about his style than all may 
like. Whether it be that he does not yet feel himself entirely at home in the 
music, or whether his taste for severe simplicity rejects the aid of all embellish- 
ment, he certainly attempts none, and yet he carries the audience with him in all 
his music irresistibly. His part affords little scope for acting, and we cannot, 
therefore, judge of him in that Jight, but will not forbear repeating our admiration 


of his gentlemanly demeanour upon the stage. It may not be superfluous to add, 
that he dresses the character quite too young. Mr. Seguin is accompanied in his 
transatlantic venture by his wife, whom we hear highly extolled by gentlemen who 
have had the pleasure of hearing her abroad. Upon his benefit, we hope he may 
be so sceptical as to the receipts of the house, as to present the additivnal attrac- 
tion of Mrs. Secuin. Then, to insure him a cram would not be deemed 
hazardous. 

‘Though we have now enumerated the greater lights who have given effect to 
this fine opera, a reader would entirely mistake if he should suppose that upon 
these three parts does the opera found its reputation. ‘I'he choruses and concert- 
ed passages, with the very brilliant instrumental accompaniments, are the crown- 
ing glory of the whole, and they have been given at the National with admirable 
eflect. It seemed impossible that upon that stage so much should have been done 
in so short a time as has been given to “ Amilie.’ To Mr. Penson, the leader of 
the orchestra, did the manager, when called out on Monday evening, happily and 
justly give the honor of bringing out the piece so creditably. He has the chorus 
entirely well drilled, and if not powerful, especially the female portion of it, it has 
not hitherto been surpassed in this city. Nor is opportinity wanting to display 
its excellence. Nothing can be finer and more spirit-stirring than the hunters’ 
chorus in the secord act, nor more wildly beautiful than the ‘* Tarry not, brother,” 
which the gipsies sing in the third act. This last chorus quite enchanted the 
house, and it is introduced with magieal effect in subsequent parts of the act, as 
ata distance, but yet fresh from ‘*’neath the merry green tree.” And in this con- 
nection must we note Mr. Horncasti.c, who has some charming music set down 
for him, which he execntes each evening with increased effect. The air ‘* Under 
the tree, ‘neath the merry green tree” is often deservedly encored, and so beau- 
ful is it, that it will soon be sung in every bower and hall. Nor must we fail 
to recommend, as we have often done before, the orchestra of this house. It 
contains in its limited number many of the best artists in the country, and it 
has been brought into the most admirable discipline by the indefatigabie leader 
| And we must again repeat that the fame and popularity of “ Amilie”’ will ever 
| depend pre-eminently upon the excellence of the orchestral accompaniments. 
| Inthis horried, though protracted notice, it has not been our purpose to note 
each admirable passage in the opera, but we would call attention to one gem 
which strangely enough escapes the attention of the audience, or at least fails to 
bring down its merited applause. We refer to the part commencing “Oh I re- 
member, too well remember that happy day.” The melody commences in a 
strain of the most tonchingly pathetic character, which it retains until at the words 
“T used to look,” &c. its transition to a happier key is one of the most felicitous 
triumphs of musical art which ever charmed the ear. The cheerful and colloquial 
accompaniment of the flute, oboe, clarionet, bassoon and horns, conveying, as 
they do most palpably, the singings of birds, the pipe of the mountain shepherd, 
and the lowing of herds, is so truly and exquisitely blended, that this one aria in 
| our opinion is sufficient to give a name to a compeser. And had we room, we 
should not dismiss with this mere notice, #s we are compelled to do, that striking 
passage commencing *‘ Beware that hour when guilty passion’s hand,” in which 
Seguin and Miss Shirreff so admirably acquit themselves. 

A few words now as to the audience which *‘ Amilie” has drawn together the 
past week. In eelecting an English opera in preference to one of Italian or Ger- 
man origin, the fact must have been overlooked, that the class most capable 
of appreciating, and most disposed te cherish music as a theatrical amusement, 
is chiefly composed of the French, German, and Italian portion of our citi- 
zens, and that they would as soon expect to find the blve skies and balmy airs of 
Italy amid the fogs of London, as that en English composer should give an opera to 
the world capable of enduring a moment's comparison with the immortal composi- 
‘ tions of the great masters. Nor is this opinion of English operas confined to our 
| foreign population. The amateurs and musicians of New York, accustomed to 
| look to the continent for the divine inspirations of true musical genius, would lis.

_ propitious, they have surmounted every difficulty, and carried anew English Opera 

triumphantly through by their own individual merits as musicians. Yet it may as 

| well be borne in mind that the audiences before whom this company has appeared, 
have not as yet been principally composed of those whose musical knowledge and 

_ taste fully enable them to comprehend the requirements of a finished opera, and 

| justly to appreciate the elaborate details so essential to its continuance on the 

| stage. But the manager may congratulate himself that he has in reserve so large 

| a class of citizens yet to appeal to, when his company may attempt the standard) 
productions of older masters, and so draw to his house that large class of our 
play-goers, whose presence alone will give to the National theatre that degree of. 
respectability and character which has hitherto been enjoyed exclusively by a dif- 

_ ferent house, but to obtain which Mr. Wallack is now making such strenuous and: 
praiseworthy exertions. And in making the selection for future representations 

| we would respectfully suggest that no work would afford more general satisfaction. 

| than the famed “ La Dame Blanche” of Boitpiev. This suggestion, so conso- 

nant to our own taste, would not have been made had we not been repeatedly soli-- 

cited on the subject by individuals upon whose judgments in these matters we cam 

confidently rely. 

In conclusion, we will remark, that the future success of this highly talented 
and respectable company of musicians will immeasurably depend on the judicious 
encomiums of their professed friends. Praises utterly without foundation, and 
exaggerations which the merest novice can detect, must have the most unfavor- 
able effect. Such language challenges contradictlon, and puts at defiance the good 
taste which would discriminate. It is the more especially to be deplored in thie. 
case, as everything seems fair, right, and above board. ‘The company requires no. 
puffery to make their abilities appreciated, and the slightest appearance of a dispo-. 
sition to forestall the public sentiment by eulogies without stint or reason, engen- 
ders a spirit of opposition, and must produce anything but a favorable impression 
as to the actual deserts of this company. We were sorry, therefore, to observe 
in a quarter, where this community have a right to expect judicious and candid 
criticism, praise so unmeasured, that a suspicion of its sincerity must have pos- 
sessed every mind enquiring after truth or information. This is in bad taste—it- 
is uncalled for, and can never succeed. The appeal for patronage is made tes 
community entirely capable of justly estimating the claims presented by this ope- 
ratic company, and equally quick-sighted is it to the merits of those catering for 
its amusement, and always ready to reward to the verv utmost all evidences of a 
liberal management. Under these circumstances, the real friends of the National 
will not jeopardize its prosperity by fulsome and wholesale encomiums, which ne 
one believes, nor pay so poor and sorry a compliment to our citizens as attempt 
to wheedle them out of the exercise of their own taste and judgment; but they 
will the rather consult its interests by enlightened criticisms, by a candid estimate 
of its present attractions, and wisely reserve some few expressions of praise where~ 
with to recount its future achievements.

The above ‘“‘ Card” elicited the following note from Mr. Barry, the manager of 
the Tremont :— 





Tremont Tueatre, Monday morning, Oct. 8. 

To the Editor of the Evening Transcript : 

Sir—Madame Augusta’s Card to the Public, inserted in the Evening Gazette of 
Saturday, and published, as I am informed, on the authority of a young man of 
considerable notoriety, is, as far as I am alluded to, a compilation of errors. In 
the month uf December last, Mons. St. James entered into a writier agreement 
with me, which he professed was a copy of that under which Madame Augusta 
was then playing at the National Theatre, New York. From the Manager of 
that establishment, I subsequently ascertained that Mons. St. James, in transcrib- 
ing the contract, had made a mistake in his own favor of $100 per night. With 
the intention of correcting this error and bringing the dispute to a short issue, I 
proposed a reference. ‘This friendly offer was, I regret to say, declined, and Mons. 
St. James has sought his remedy by an action at law, the issue of which I shall 
quietly abide. The Card affirms tnat this dispute, remaining unsettled, is the 
reason why Madame Augusta will not appear at the Tremont Theatre. Both in 
July and August last, Mons. St. James applied to me for an engagement—nay, the 
Jay after his agreement with Mr. Pelby was signed, he piaced it in my hands for 
yeeucel, and offered, if I would give his wife a short engagement, he would 
not fulfil the written one he had entered into. As the publisher of the Card was 
ignorant of it, or has concealed, the above facts, I have taken the liberty of ex- 
plaining them to him. His future lahors will, T trust, be confined to the care of 
his reputation. Mons. St. James’s unfortunate propensity has engaged him in dis- 
putes with Theatrical Managers in New Orleans, Baltimore, Philadelphia, New 
York, and Buffalo. Another will shortly be added to the list, but it will mot be 
with Your ob’t serv’t, Tuos. Barry. 


In his paper of the subsequent evening, the Editor of the Transcript remarks 
vo the following effect :— 


Madame Avucusta’s Carp in which she assigns reasons for not appearing at the 
Tremont, it is proper we should state, on the evidence exhibited to us this morn- 
ing, was written by her husband Mons. St. James, and not by the person supposed 
by Mr. Barry, and to whom he alluded in his note to us yesterday. ‘The Card 
was sent in a letter to Mr. Pelby by M. St. James, from Philadelphia, under date of 
Sept. 21, with a request for its publication. The printed publication in the Satur- 
day Evening Gazette, although not an exact copy of the original, is of the same 
tenor; but the card, as published in the Courier of yesterday morning is of the 
same tenor and form as the original, with a few immaterial verbal corrections. 


Were we within a distance to extend “the right hand of fellowship’ to Mr. 
Watrer, of the Transcript, we could whisper in his ear the ‘local habitation and 
the name’”’ of the author of the ‘“ Card” in question, which was neither written in 

3oston or Philadelphia. Should we ever be so fortunate as to “‘ touch knees under 
mahogany ”’ with him of the Transcript, he may “ book”’ us for ‘‘a good thing.”’ 

In reply to Mr. Barry’s letter in the Evening Transcript (given above) Count 
St. James has addressed the annexed note :— 


To the Editor of the Mornng Post: 

Mr. Barry’s Card to the public of Oct. 8, is so full of misrepresentations that I 
lose no time in correcting it. He did not predicate his engagement with Madame 
Augusta on any verbal declaration, but after a long correspondence Mr. Barry ac- 
cepted the written article sent by me to him at his request, and returned it with 
his signature. He promised to settle the engagement tu the last minute prior to 
my departure—offered to purchase drafts and transmit the amount—never talked 
of any difference in the terms—and finally refused to pay me any part of what 
was due Madame Augusta, alleging that there was a mistake of $100 per night, 
and inviting me to commence a suit at law. I saw at once that Mr. Barry found 
it necessary to retain the amount due to Madame Augusta to meet other engage- 
ments, and believing him to be embarrassed, I offered to loan the whole amount 
to him to extricate him from difficulties, if he required it, on giving security ; but 
he refused, and I was driven to commence a suit. Mr. Barry positively refused 
my offer to leave it to arbitration. He wrote toa friend of mine in New York to 
know how he should settle the claim, and my friend, who is equally the friend of 
Mr. Barry, wrote to him “retain the amount in dispute for legal adjudica- 
tion, and send Madame Augusta the balance which is not in dispute.” Mr. 
Barry never answered this letter. I did not place in his hands any paper for 
perusal. I did speak of an offer made to my wife by Mr. Pelby, and he 
said, it will never do for Madame Augusta to appear at the National—go 

New York, and to-morrow I will make you an offer. He never wrote a 
word to New York, and thus attempted to prevent Madame Augusta from 
appearing at all in Boston. Mr. Barry speaks of my disputes with Mana- 
gers of Theatres in this country. I am a stranger, but little acquainted with the 
language, and have not been fortunate enough to understand that some Managers 
consider mere conversations more binding than contracts, and being a stranger, 
unacquainted with the laws, they might make any settlement they please with me. 
Mr. Simpson, manager of the Park Theatre, has always acted towards Madame 
Augusta like a man of honor. Therefore Mr. Barry is in error in seeking to make 
me quarrel with the Managers of the New York Theatres, and my reputation, 
which he alludes to, has always been in my native country, and I hope in this, con- 
sidered as that of a man of honor. Aveustus St. James.

FIELD SPORTS IN VIRGINIA. 


October has opened upon us with a glorious sun, and a mild, exhilarating tem- 
oerature, which the autumn of no other land can surpass. A summer of consuming 
heat and desolating drought (the mere memory of which enhances the sweets of 
present existence) is succeeded by a delicious autumn, and along with it (the con- 
sequence of the continued drought) an unprecedented abundance of that species 
of game, which gives variety to the delights of this charming season of the year. 
Birds have seldom been so numerous in middle Virginia, and happy is he who, 
having a good dog and a good gun, has a relish for shooting, and leisure and oppor- 
tunity to enjoy this fascinating and healthful recreation. 

The occasion invites a few obs2rvations upen shooting in general, gathered from 
some little personal experience, much converse with experienced sportsmen, and 
some reading. 

A good dog and a good gunare objects of primary importance, and absolutely 
sssential to the full enjoyment of this charming diversion. With a dog without a 
zood nose, or self-willed, intractable, and unsteady, no really good sport can be 
had. Thelegitimate pleasures are marred and converted into unspeakable vexa- 

ions. The sportsman becomes exhausted with fatigue in his efforts to control his 
jog, and loses his temper and his patience, and almost vows never to take gun in 
hand again when he finds all his efforts unavailing. Coveys are run over, or sprung 
without a stand; and this ever will be the case with a bad nose, a bad stock, or 
yne not well broke. 

We incline to the belief that thorough-bred dogs are scarcer in Virginia now 
than they were some years past; and most of those of genuine blood have, by 
neglect, been permitted to deteriorate. Sufficient attention has not been given 
to the breeding of them. In many instances where the stock was originally good, 
they have, to use a sportsman phrase, been ‘bred in and in,” until they have be- 
come absolutely worthless. It being true of dogs as of their !ords, as asserted by 
Don Juan— 











“Marrying in and in, cousins, aunts, and nicces 
Always spoils the breed if itincreases.” 


The Pointer, as found in England, is the best dog for birds. It should have no 
blood of the setter, it being found by experience, that the admixture of the two, in 
ninety-nine cases out of a hundred, produces a dog, which inherits the vices of 
both, without the virtues of either. He is generally headstrong and ungovernable, 
and exceedingly difficult to break; and what is worse, it is necessary to break him 
afresh at the opening of every season. The improved English pointer is the pro- 
duce of the Spanish pointer and the old English blood-hound, or Talbot. The 
pointer which has most of the blood of the latter is said to be the best; but as 
the Talbot is now well nigh extinct, a cress on the deep-flewed hound is said to 
produce the next best pointer. We have never heard of any efforts thus to im- 
prove the stock in this country. We rely upon England for our supply. We send 
for a pair, the strain of which, by the process mentioned above, in the lapse of a 
few years degenerates, and another is sent for—we omitting altogether to practice 
the maxim, sound in reference to dogs as to politics, of a frequent recurrence to 
fundamental principles. ; 

A pointer of good nose has a broad, capacious, not a thick, chubby head, the 
head being the seat of the olfactory nerves. It is not requisite that the nose 
should be large, if the skin and lips are loose. — 

We have never seen a good Setter—we believe the genuine English setter is 
sot to be found in this country—it is rare even in England. The union of the 
Pointer and Setter, as before remarked, generally makes the worst of dogs, and it 
is in this hybrid form that we have generally seen the Setter. 

We never heard what character of dogs the cross of the Pointer and Newfound- 
land would make. The latter is the most sagacious of the canine species, and his 

factory powers are exceeded by none. If his sagacity and nose could be en- 
grafted upon the agility of the Pointer, we should have all the essentials of a good 
dog. 

Next in importance to the dog is the gun.—There are various species of barrels 
in use, the best of which are the twisted stub, wire twisted, and Damascus bar- 


sels. The first, made of old horse-shoe nails twisted together, are said by Englist. 
Ae surprising the natives, as they have all three been seen there second-hand 


sportsmen to be the safest and tho best. The Damascus, however, are in great 


repute here ; most people, we presume, being influenced by the same considera- 
tion we are, their greater beauty. But Thomas Tyrer, Esq., gunsmith, &c., Main- 
street, can furnish every variety, and suit every taste, as anyone can see by look- 
ing into his advertisement, or his store. A barrel five-eights of an inch in diame- 


ter, and from’ twenty-six to thirty inches in length, is the best adapted for birds. 


Many experiments. have been made to ascertain the best length for a fowling-piece, 
the result of which has proved that the length above given is the best. The old 
notion that the longer the barrel the farther and stronger the shot will be thrown, 
has been wholly exploded ; and on philosophical principles, tested by experience, it 
is shown that a barrel two feet two inches will shoot fully as strong, if not stronger, 
than any other. 

There is no more comparison between the percussion and flint than between the 
latter and the old match-locks, whether on the score of expense-—(the former re- 
quiring at least a third less powder,) quickness, force, and certainty. A percus- 
sion gun, with water-proof copper caps, is proof against all weather, and, if the 
lock and powder be good, never snaps. 

The dog and gun, and all necessary tackling provided, the sportsman. takes the 
field about two hours before sun on a fine bracing morning in Octover, such as yes- 
terday was: though less sun is better. The Englisi. season opens on the Ist of 
September. The birds there come to maturity sooner than with us. The best 
time ef day to go out is betwee: 8and 11 o’clock in the morning, and from 3 
o’clock till night. Partridges do not feed about noon, but retire to some secluded 


dog. ‘Tse sportsman upon entering the field loads his gun, having previously as- 
certained the exact quantity, and the due proportion of powder to shot, which best 
suits his piece. He rams both powder and shot, particularly the latter, if he uses 
a double barrel gun. 

To one who has practised enough to kill every other shot, there are few more 
interesting moments than when a beautiful pointer makes a dead stand. In the 
language of the British poet— 


‘** How beautiful he looks! with outstretched tail, 
With head immoveable, and eyes fast fixed, 
One fore-leg raised and bent—the other firm, 
Advancing forward, presses on the ground.” 

The gunner, if he be not so hacknied in the sport as to be insensible to its de- 

lights, approaches with intense anxiety. His heart beats, his hand trembles, his 
eye-balls quiver in their sockets, he is not certain whether he stands upon his head 
or feet. First love scarcely yields a bliss to surpass the rapture of that moment. 
The covey is sprung, he fires, and ten to one but that in his delirious and agitated 
state he misses every feather. But he is compensated : he has had exquisite en- 
joyment, and hopes for more. But this excessive eagerness must be curbed, this 
nervous agitation must be restrained, if the tyro would ever make a good shot. 
Not that we would commend or covet a degree of frigidity and nonchalance, and 
consequent certainty in shooting, which strips the sport of all its fascinations. An 
old sporting friend told us that he had no fancy for these perfect shots, who go 
through the operation with the coolness and composure of an automatun. He had 
seen many enjoy more pleasure in shooting and missing than these do in shooting 
and killing. It was nothing with them but cold-blooded murder. But in hunting, 
as in politics, the mere pleasure of the chase will not satisfy—success to some ex- 
tent must perch upon our banners to console for past defeats, and inspire hopes | 
for future triumphs. ‘To this end some degree of composure must be commanded 
—the hand must be firm, and the eye steady, however violent be the throbbings of 
the heart; the exterior must be icy, though there be a volcano within. ‘To ac- 
quire this composure of eye and limb is to become a good shot. An English 
writer, discoursing on this subject, thus speaks :— 
‘The secret of shooting may be easily explained, as it is comprised merely in 
coolness and deliberatien ; these, however, are not so easily attained as the super- 
ficial observer might be led to suppose. A friend of mine, who has followed this 
diversion forty years still continues a very indifferent shot: the rise of the covey 
never fails to dissipate his previous mental resolves, and he has nineteen times 
out of twenty the mortification of seeing the game go away untouched; but it 
must be observed that, to say nothing of his firing too soon, he has contracted a 
habit which for ever must preclude anything like certainty in shooting :—no sooner 
does his finger touch the trigger than he shuts both his eyes! And yet, though 
conscious of this preposterous defect, and aware that if a bird fall from his gun it 
is merely the effect of accident, should he be shooting in company, and happen to 
fire at the same time as his companion, he will not fail to claim the merit of hay- 
ing killed the bird: indeed, to judge from his conversation over the bottle, a stran- 
ger would suppose, that as a shot, he was equal to Sir John Shelley. Ihave sel- 
dom met with a bad shot who was not extremely anxious to be thought otherwise, 
and who would not in his cups relate with much self-satisfaction and infinite glee, 
a hundred shooting exploits, which never had existence but in his own prolific 
brain. 

For so much upon a subject which does not aspire to be of national importance, 
we plead as apology the feeling of the worn-down veteran, whe “shoulders his 
crutch, and shows how fields are won.”’ Not having an opportunity to take the 
field in person, we adopt the best substitute within reach—we take it in imagi- 
nation. 

P.S. A friend suggests that in our article we have omitted one important tepic 
—the treatment of dogs. We will briefly supply the omission. 

Weare persuaded that great amendment is required in this particular. It is too 
much the practice of the country to treat adog as a dog. He can never come to 
perfection under such usage. You should use him as a gentleman, to make him a 
gentleman. Give him free access to the parlor, to the front ranks of the best so- 
ciety, treat him kindly on all occasions ; he will more than repay the kindness, and 
wiil prove ever a faithful friend and delightful companion. But beat and abuse 
him—treat him as an egg-sucker and sheep-killer, drive him to the kitchen to eke 
out a precarious subsistence by means of his own cunning and roguery, and he 
will contract low notions and vulgar habits, he will have a downcast, sheep-steal- 


ing aspect, and show by all his conduct that he is an unfit associate for gentlemen.

THE LATE JACK REEVE. 


John Reeve had many enemies in America—second-hand English comedians, 
who had become favorites on the western side of the Atlantic by the most bare- 
faced imitation of his peculiar and ultra-comic style of acting: he was prejudged. 
Long before he arrived, pretended accounts from Liverpool were published in 
some of the New York journals, which found their way into all the other Ameri- 
can papers, insinuating that poor John ‘“‘was too much addicted to the bottle— 
that he was funny only when under the influence of Bacchus—and that his comi- 
cality consisted of such grossness that no lady could with decency sit to see or 
hear him.’’ All this, and mere, had been industriously circulated amongst the 
newspaper people by our Momus’s imitators—~at least, such was the report, 

“ Envy will merit, ag its shade, pursue,” 

and it pursued poor John to a most ruinous extent. Reeve had an unusually long 
passage out, and arrived too late to fulfil his first engagement at the great theatre 
—the Park—and had to wait for the next turn, as it is called; that is, till the 
‘‘ star’? who had taken his vacant place had finished. This was the worst thing 
that could have happened to a man ofhis propensities. The principal hotels were 
too expensive, and in the boarding-houses, as I observed, Momus was miserable. 
It was all scramble and no comfort—fifty set of teeth in full play—a sort of mas- 
tication against time. John had been used to a joke or two between each heat or 
helping, but here a profusion of good things went inte the fifty surrounding mouths, 
but not a single bon mot came out of any one of them in return. John once per- 
petrated a London jeu d’esprit upon a major—of militia—who suddenly stopt my 
jocular friend by telling him that he had ‘ better mind his plate, or all the canvas- 
backed ducks would be gone while he was talking.” ‘ What a brute,’’ sighed 
John, and he never attempted a joke afterwards. 


Reeve walked about New York to banish ennui; the warmth of the climaie, 
aided by a natural curiosity, induced him frequently to taste the liquids of Ame- 
rica, in order to form his opinion as to whether they were equal to those of Eng- 
land ; and it required various tastes before poor John could come to a satisfactory 
decision—in fact, he often became tipsy, and thus, in part, confirmed what his 
enemies had reported of him. Hamblin, the cunning manager of the New York 
oppositien theatre—a sort of Coburg—tried to seduce Reeve, by the offer of 
wages terms, to break his engagemen: at the Park, which he very honorably 
refused. 

Reeve appeared, and the house was crowded to the ceiling—with men ; there 
was scarcely twenty women in the house, so much had the newspaper paragraphs 
prejudiced the fair sex. He was rapturously applauded and loudly called for at 
the end—when, alas! he made a very silly speech, which marred all he had done. 
He called it patriotism, forgetting that an acter should be essentially a cosmopoli- 
tan. He concluded by assuring them—I will give his own words— 

‘‘T am in heart, in soul, and in pluck, an Englishman !” 

The term “ pluck ’”’ astonished the few females present; the only meaning they 
could attach to the supposed noun-substantive was, that which applied to the inte- 
rior of the animal that furnished their tables with mutton. When the speech was 
printed and read, the ladies voted it extremely vulgar, and the gentlemen that it 
was very sheepish. Mr. Reeve's extempore speaking gave the New Yorkites a 
very mean opinion of the oratorical capabilities of our English public characters. 

Reeve played the usual fortnight at New York, witheut rising much in public 
estimation ; then went wn to Philadelphia, where he found a very clever actor, a 
Mr. Burton, frem the London Whitechapel theatre, who was in possession of al! 
John’s favorite parts, snd which he (Mr. Burton) had played to the delight and ap- 
| plause of the Philadelphians, a la Reeve. 

If Liston, Farren, or Harley, were to go to America as stars, they would fail

throughout the States, from New Orleans to Buffalo. Mr. W. Farren’s nephew 
is in the Southern theatres, and is so exactly like his uncle in figure, dress, tone 
and vinegar aspect, that I could scarcely discover the difference, except in ego. 
tism. Harley and Liston have been so completely identified by the talent, tact 
and mdustry of Mr. Burton, that neither of these great London artists would be 
half se pleasing to the Philadelphians as their Fstcu. Candor obliges me to Say, 
that, in my opinion—and what is much better for him, in the general public Opi. 
nion—Mr. Burton is an excellent low comedian ; acting being an imitative art, in 
which, as the schoolboys say, ’tis ‘follow your leader.” So argues Mr. Burton 
and his patrons say he is right. ) 

Reeve saw this Mr. Burton play one of Liston’s celebrated parts with immens 
applause. Mr. Saint, his hotel-keeper, asked John if he did not think the Copy 
superior to the original ? 

“Superior!” cried indignant Reeve; ‘you deal in wine, Mr. Saint, and ven 
good wine too ; at least, I like it. Now, suppose a pipe of splendid old port, by 
way of zmprovement, put into one of Barclay and Perkins's uncleansed porter butts 
and sent out to Pennsylvania not properly bung’d. There you've the exact diffe: 
ence between our London Liston and your Pennsylvanian Liston—mais chaucur 
a son gout, as Frederick Yates used to say to me at school, when I grumbled 
being flogged for his inventions !” ‘ 

_ Reeve never spared his successful rival when any opportunity oceurred for th 
ejection of a little venom; but in this instance John’s bile discolored his judg. 
ment. Mueh as John longed for English manners, customs, and comforts—* th 
hot chop from the gridiron, and the veritable Barclay and Perkins’s frothing from 
the butt ’—yet to return before the stipulated time would be a tacit acknowleds. 
ment of a failare, to which both pride and policy cried ‘‘ No.” He went the usual 
round which the stars, great and small, always take in the States; he travelled on, 
grumblingly miserable. 

Mr. Manager Yates found (per ledger) that the Adelphi would seon totter jj 
longer deprived of one of its chief props, therefore nearly double his former salaty 
was Offered to Mr. Reeve if he would return immediately. The offer was like 
manna to the sinking soul of the bilious Momus. Never did a whipped and ill: 
disciplined schoolboy return to a foelishly-indulgent i:nother’s apron-string with 
more heart-felt joy than the poor Yankee-scathed Reeve to the English public, 
public that had destroyed the man and spoiled the actor, by laughing at his impro. 
prieties instead of correcting them. Reeve had more natural genius, but less in. 
dustry, than any actor on the stage ; he had but one enemy in England—nimseir 
When I attempted to argue with him on his folly and his weakness, he replied 
from the French fabulist—*‘ Prend moi tel que je suis.”

INAUGURATION OF THE COLUMN OF ALEXANDER. 

Thursday, the 30th of August, 1834, was a day made memorable in Russia by 
the consecration of the Alexandrine Column, in the Isaac Place at St. Petersburg) 
It was erected by the Emperor Nicholas, in honor of those glorious battles fough 
in the years 1813 and 1814, and dedicated to the memory of his brother and pry 
decessor, AlexanderI. In elevation, this column surpasses all others ; its shaft, 
a single block of polished red granite, eighty-four feet in height, the lower diam 
ter of which is twelve feet, the upper, nine feet. This gigantic mass of stone we 
in July 1832, brought from the quarries of Finland, and raised with infinite sii 
on its base by the companions in arms of Alexander. The pedestal, in heig, 
thirty feet, is also of granite, adorned with allegorical bassi relievi in gilt bronz 
bearing on the side towards the Winter Palace this inscription—-‘ To Alexande 
].—Grateful Russia.’”” On the summit is the figure of an angel, fifteen feet hig) 
holding in its left hand the cross, its right pointing to heaven.* A few days pr 
vious to the ceremony of its inauguration the weather had changed ; in the plac 
of extreme heat and a cloudless sky, the wind blew cold and threatened rain ; th 
night before there was a most terrific thunder-storm; the rain fell in torrents, an: 
for some hours the atmosphere blazed with incessant flashes of fire. Happily, 1 
morning broke serene and fresh ; a few soldiers occupied the ground of the gre 
square. At an early hour every house-top was covered and every window filk 
with anxious spectators. Above the principal door-way of the Winter Palace 
magnificent covered balcony, in the shape of a tent, had been erected for the « 
commodation of the Court, with a double flight of steps leading down from it in 
the Place. Here were assembled the magnates of the empire, and many of th 
most distinguished men in Europe, who had been specially invited to assist at th 
glorious ceremony. ; 

As the clock struck ten, three guns were fired; at the same moment the quit 
short tramp of soldiers was heard, and in an instant, from every inlet into th 
Great Square, poured horse and foot, their bands playing, their colors flying, a 
in less than twenty minutes one hundred thousand men, the flower and choice 
the Russian army, took up their position! Here troops of Cossacks were mov: 
on their small spare horses—in another quarter, mounted Circassians in chain 
mor, with their bows and arrows. At the end of the Place, near the Isaac Chun 
were posted twenty thousand cavalry, whose steel helmets and polished cuirass 
flashed back in dazzling splendor the sun-rays that glanced upon them. Two bu 
dred and forty-eight pieees of artillery, pantoons, &c., lined the Admiralty qua 
The ships of war and other vessels lying in the Neva were gaily dressed in; 
their colors. ‘The Emperor commanded in person ; he rode along the ranks, 3 
companied by the Cesarovitch Grand Duke and heir apparent, the Grand Du 
Michael, Prince William of Prussia, and followed by a numerous and brilli 
etat major. His Majesty was at every instant saluted by the liveliest acclamatio: 

At twelve o’clock the Empress and their children, attended by the ladies of 
court, appeared upen the balcony ; she was preceded by the Archbishop of St. 
tersburgh, assisted by the high clergy bearing the cross, the sacred images and 
broidered banners of the Greek Church. On a command given by the Empen 
the troops grounded arms, and made ready for prayers ; then burst forth the voit 
of the choir from the balcony, chanting, in the sweetest and most thrilling strais 
the Te Deum, on which the whole army uncovered and knelt, as did the Emper 
apart and in the frent of them. As soon as the last long note of this beauti 
descant had died away, ona signal given by the Emperor, the crimson hangif 
that had to this moment concealed the pedestal of the column and its rich 0 
relievi fell, and this magnificent monument stood revealed in all its glory. At 
Emperor’s sole word of command, the whole army presented arms; then w 
heard the shouts of the troops and of the surrounding multitude—the roaring! 
cannon—the clang of the trumpets—while at intervals, when there was a pavus 
of these clamorous instruments, the sweet silvery streaming notes of the ci 
rose upon the air. 

Prayers having been said for the Russian army, the procession began to des¢ 
the steps of the balcony leading to the square. First walked the heads of ! 
Greek Church in their rich habiliments ; then the Empress, ful! of grace and 
nity, wearing a diamond on her forehead, glittering like a star, followed by the 
dies of the court in the Russian costume, the members of the council, the nob 
field marshals, the corps diplomatique, generals, and other distinguished personaj 
Just as the procession approached the column, the sky, which for a short time! 
fore had been overcast, cleared, and the sun burst forth, lighting up with its 
the column and the whole line of this splendid pageant. 

When the Archbishop had blessed the column, the procession returned to 
palace. ‘The Emperor, surrounded by his staff, took up a position near the ma 
ment. The whole army then, with the greatest precision, filed off in close colu# 
of regiments before him. His Majesty himself, having placed the first sent 
from the Grenadiers du Palais, (the finest body of men in Europe, composed ¢ 
hundred picked veterans, nene of whom have served less tha: five-and-tw4 
years,) on guard at the column (and who has since been regularly relieved by! 
of that body), ascended the steps of the balceny, and as he met the Empress, 
had advanced to congratulate him, he impressed an affectionate kiss upon her / 
head, exclaiming, ‘‘Machere, c'est la plus belle journée de ma vie.”

I understand that Col. Crowg.t, 
who, on a late visit to Kentucky, saw most of the distinguished stallions in the 
State, finally left with Hedgeford the dam ef John Bascombe.”

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DEER HUNT AT THE WHITE SULPHUR. 





BRUIN DESTROYED. 





Whoever would enjey a deer hunt in all the perfection of its delights and in- 
vigorating pleasure, let him come to the mountains of the White Sulphur, some- 
where about the close of summer, and spend a few weeks there with the celebrated 
huntsmen who congregate there from the South and elsewhere, and join Nimrod 
in one of his morning drives. The best pack of hounds in the country is there, 
the game abundant, and the company select. A sojourner in the mountains, I re- 
solved to participate, with many others, one fine morning in September, in the fas- 
cinating sport, and become initiated in all the mysteries of the drive anc the 
stand 

A slight shower the evening previous, after a long drought, had made every 
votary of the chase keen for an exercise. After an early breakfast, there was a 
gathering and a mounting of the whole party, Col. Sincteron, Col. Hampton, 
Dr. CaLpwELt, and about twenty others, all famous for their fondness of the 


sport, and skill in the hunt. Nimrod was there and ready, and raising his yellow 


bugle, which is always slung round his coat of green—one shrill blast, amid the 
music from fifty threats, brought forth as finea pack of dogs as any huntsman 
could desire. They were of all breeds, and from all places : some with the marks 
of the royal English hunters, of all sizes, and colors, and names— 


Ringwood, Music, and Lady Jane, 
Countess, Tod, and all the train. 

Of we went. It was settled unanimously that we should take the Allegany 
road; the Ireenbrian? road had been scoured during the season, and the fires for 
the last few days, it was found, had driven off the deer from the mountains in that 
quarter. The season so far had been very prolific; many deer had been killed, 
and many a gallant from the Springs had gained a feather in his cap, to give him 
credit in his lady’s eye, by killing a Buck. And Col. H had only a few days 
before, when the President accompanied the Hunt, brought home two fawns in 
proof of his skill. 

[t was surmised by some one, as we rode along, approaching the Brushwood 
Mountain, that old Bruin might be routed, but the idea was thought preposterous ; 
Bruin had often been seen, but never could be trapped or overtaken, and had al- 
ways eluded the scent of the dogs. 

Nimrod was off with his pack on the drive up the mountain. We were all at 
our respective stands, in groups of two or three, or more, and at some distance 
apart, of half a mile and upwards, waiting with patience for the deer to come by. 
Occasionally a brush might be heard—a fire—a miss or a shout, the note of some 
single hound, then, again, of the whole pack, afar off, which would die away fora 
while, and then be heard again in full chorus. There was some restlessness at the 
stands at the long delay; but every one knew that something was under trail ; and, 
moreover, that Nimrod was reckoned the most expert of drivers. 





Mr. L. Catpwe.t was reclining alone in the woods, caressing his pretty rifle, 
whose unerring aim had sent many an innocent young fawn to its final account, 
when the sound of the pack, in full ery, aroused him. Nearer and nearer they 
came, howling and yelping ;—a tremendous rustling in the woods, and amid the 
crashing and breaking of the young trees, and with desperate efforts to outstrip 
the dogs, a monstrous black Bear, the notorious Bruin, rushed by him, followed 
close by three young cubs A novice in the hunt would have been more than 
atartled ; but nothing daunted, Mr. C lifted his rifle, and shot the monster 
throwgh the neck. Raising a cry and a moaning, as frightful as a legion of devils, 
he reared and ran, and bounded in his agony into the road, and died. The death 
ery of the bear alarmed every one; we thought some of our party had been shot, 
and hastening from various quarters, surrounded by the dogs in their frantic joy, 
we beheld the cause of our alarm, in the outstretched Bear before us. 


The killing of Bruin was thought to be glory enough for any one day’s sport, 
and the party returned home in high glee. The spoil was displayed in the square 
at the Springs, to the astonishment of all who came to takea look. ‘There lay 
Bruin, long the terror of the neighborhood of Brush Mountain. No servant, be- 
fore this, could be made to pass by that road at night, and each one, as they came 
grinning to take a stealthy look at their dead enemy, had some quaint tale of fright 
and escape to relate. He was a bear of a most enormous size, and old Charley 
swore that, coming one night from the Sweet Springs, he saw him sitting by the 
side of the road, and took him for a black giant.

HINTS TO THE TROTTING GENTRY. 

The low ebb to which trotting has arrived—the diminished support, and scanty 
attendance at our courses, in comparison with what it was some years since, has 
been the subject of frequent remark and regret by those feeling a partiality for, 
and a desire to support, the amusement, but who do not seem disposed to enquire 
into the cause, or reflect what steps shall be taken to remedy the evil. 


The causes which appear to have operated most forcibly, are the frequent charges 
of foul riding and driving—of unjust and arbitrary decisions made by the judges 
through partiality for a favorite horse, or the stronger influence of self-interest— 
and last, though not least, when entering for a purse or sweepstakes for ‘green 
horses,” or those never having won over a certain amount, the difficulty of pre- 
venting a horse being wrung in, that may have trotted for years, and won purse 


after purse in some part of the Union, and then trot out here as one never having 
rotted for money, or in other words a ‘green horse.” It is these causes com- 
bined which have driven many from our trotting courses in disgust, who perchance 
had otherwise been numbered among its most influential and zealous supporters ; 
who now believe that justice is meted out but by accident—honor and honesty 
among the ‘‘things that were.’ ‘There are but few who witness a well contest- 


ed trot, who would not rather see it pass off with good feeling on all sides, than 


(erminate in a dispute, and complaints of unfair advantages taken, which, instead 
of heightening the excitement or adding to the amusement, serve but to engender 
an aversion to the sport; while those who may be more deeply interested and feel 
themselves aggrieved, have only’a chance of being righted in proportion to the num- 
bers or influence of their own party; for as things are now managed, our princi- 
pal riders and drivers have their friends and partizans, who will attempt to justify 
them in any act, and support them right or wrong. 


Nor are the proprietors of our courses entirely innocent—'tis true they have 
drawn up ‘rules and regulations ;” but is there not more than one “rule” a dead 
letter—some not enforced, and others violated on almost every occasion—do 
mot the rules of Centreville declare that a rider or driver shall be distanced for 
foul riding '—has there not been frequently charges preferred, and how reccived? 
__dismissed, with scarce a hearing; for there is scarce a man to be found, pos- 
sessing the firmness to make an example of arider or driver so transgressing, 
particularly should he be backed by a large party to win ; who, instead of upholding 
the decision of the judges, would at ence use every effort to set it at naught; at 
feast suck is but a fair inference to be drawn from the manner in which every de- 
¢ision upon a contested point has been received for some time past, by those hav- 
ing ® pecuniary interest in the result, and 'tis almost hopeless to expect it will be 
otherwise, until trotting shall be governed insome measure by a regularly orga- 
nizedclub. Again, at the same course, all horses not considered «fair trotting 
horses’ shall be ruled out; and was not more than one purse, through the inca- 
pacity of judges, awarded to Aaron Burr, notwithstanding he was unanimou sly 
considered by the spectators not a “fair trotting horse,” and so decided by the 
gudges at the Beacon, when entered there a few days after for a purse—but when 
at Centreville a complaint was made to the judges of his not being a fair trotting 
horse, the reply was that he had started without any objection having been made, 
and after having won the heat no objection could be received, it should have been 
made previous to his starting,—before, forsooth, they had an opportunity of seeing 
or judging whether he was a fair trotting horse, or not. What satisfaction is there 
m having rules, if not to be enforced !—is there not a rule at the Beacon, obliging 
riders and drivers to dress in jockey style, and is it ever complied with, save so

far as the cap is concerned! it may be said, the regulation is almost useless — 
grant it, but ’tis better to make no laws, than to make them but to be broken. 
Of horses entering for a green purse or sweepstakes, having elsewhere trotted 


age, but in giving purses, a horse having once won a purse, is prohibited from 
again trotting fora green purse, and itis dishonorable in the extreme, if not a 
a species of robbery, to enter a horse for such a purse, that is not entitled to 
start,—tis not here only that fast horses are found, but after being trained and 
trotted elsewhere, are brought here and sold as untried horses ; the purchaser en- 
ters them for some green purse, and thinks it very hard his horse should even be 
suspected of being other than what he bought him for; or, that he should suffer 
for being dupyed—'twould be much more in keeping with his ideas of justice, that 
the owners of untried horses should “ suffer some,” by allowing him to start a 
horse against them not entitled to the privilege—at least such seemed to be the 
opinion of those who at Centreville, on the 3d inst., contended for the right to 
trot a horse strongly suspected of having before trotted fer a purse, and were un- 
willing to abide by the decision of the judges, that as necessary proof could not 
be had at the moment, the stakes should remain in the hands of the proprietor of 
the Course a reasonable length of time for the other parties to obtain the proof, 
time, and place, of his previously trotting—upon this decision the owners chose 
to draw their horse, contending there was the proof to be given, and not hereafter, 
consequently should a horse not be entitled to a purse, it matters little, as all de- 
pends upon the ability of opposite parties to obtain necessary evidence at the mo- 
ment. If such arguments are to be admitted, and no protection afforded those 
who feel disposed to train untried horses, to prevent old trotting horses from 
abroad being entered against them, it would be well to abandon the idea of green 
purses and sweepstakes, for he must be green indeed who would contend against 
such odds. 

During a meeting, an old trotting horse may be brought from Boston, Albany, 
or elsewhere, in time to enter and trot fur a limited purse the following day ; and 
because sufficient proof cannot be obtained until a day or two after he may have 
won the purse, is his owner to be allowed to take such unfair advantages without 
any attempt being made to prevent it! Even in such a case ’tis difficult enough 
to obtain such proof as will exclude a horse. Few judges can be found who would 
decide against a horse on any evidence short of an eye-witness to his previous 
trot, and still fewer can be found who are willing to be brought forward and testify 
against a horse in opposition to, and incur the ill-will of the party entering such 
horse. 

A few words upon the Judges chosen to preside for the day :—’tis at best but 
an unthankful task, and a situation in which one receives more ‘kicks than cop- 
pers.”” In case of contention, a decision given is considered a subject at once 
open for discussion upon the ground; dishonorable motives are frequently, freely, 
and openly charged, and fortunate is he whose decision is charitably ascribed to 
ignorance by those who, through interest or opinion, may be opposed to it. Few 
who have passed through an ordeal of the kind are willing to subject themselves 
to it a second time, which renders it difficult to place those in the stand possess- 
ing the confidence of the majority, and we see at times those put in that situation 
by the proprietor of the course, perfectly ignorant of all rules or regulations go- 
verning trotting, and who can scarcely distinguish a trot from a pace,—who, per- 
chance, may have visited the course for the first time, and are unknown even by 
sight to those frequenting it for years; should any question arise, the decision of 
an entire stranger to the many could not be expected to receive that support from 
all parties to which it might be entitled. 

For the encouragement of this sport the proprietors of the Beacon have shown 
much liberality in the amount of the purses ; but it will require something more— 
much more than money, to give our trotting courses the popularity they once pos- 
sessed. Their reputation for “fair play” is at a diseount,—care, time, and influ- 
ence are required to regain what has been lost, and that there may be a “ revival’’ 
before the present ‘‘ protracted meetings” of the Beacon are through, is the warm- 
est prayer of JEREMIAH TRor.

Down they tumble from their lofty flight, while the 
practised eye of the water dogs quickly distingnishes between those that are kill- 
ed and those that are only crippled—no matter at what distance they strike the 
water, in plunge the dogs, and buffet the waves till they reach their prey and 
bring them safely to the land. I have seen six or eight ducks fall at the same 
instant, and the ardor and sagacity of the dogs in the retrieving scene is by no 
means the least part of the sport. 

“Let mie advise you if you can, to visit Carroll's Island ; it is worth a voyage 
across the atlantic, to see the shooting ground, and eat Canvass Backs in perfec- 
tion.”

have a similar effect on the animal that a warm bath would have on the human 
frame, after being subjected to extraordinary exertion. It has been erected under 
the direction of Mr. W. Hibburd, of Egham, and Mr. Chester, her Majesty’s 
hunting groom, and is worthy of adoption by all gentlemen who own similar studs. 
The bath is further recommended by the trifling expense for which, compared 
with the object, it can be completed. Mereover, it will enable horses to take the 
field, after a hard day, much earlier than under ordinary circumstances.

‘A race horse was a very bad sort of an animal.” Now, with all respect for se 
distinguished an authority, the correctness of this opinion may be fairly questioned. 
The keeping up of the old English sports of the turf has a tendency to improve 
the breed of horses, and although after an animal has been a few years on the 
course his best days may be gone, yet numerous instances could be adduced 
where this noble creature has proved most serviceable for draught, whilst at inter- 
vals he has proved victorious at the races. But the object of the present notice is 
to call attention to the great scarcity uf good horses throughout England, and to 
enforce upon government the necessity for preventing the exportation of them. 
The writer was lately present at a fair in the country, where the best horse exh 
bited sold for thirty shillings, and the Leeds Mercury recently contained an ac- 
count of a mart, where eight shillings was about the average price! Of cours? 
such animals were only fit for the dogs. It appears, however, that, notwithstand- 
ing the general decay of the breed for which this country has been so famous, thé 
Queen Regent of Spain is to be allowed to export 600 cavalry horses, and we hea! 
continually of animals of the first description being sent abroad for the service ° 
foreign monarchs. The law has made provision for preventing the exportation ° 
machinery, and why should not some steps be taken to maintain our superiority {of 
; the breed of that most useful of all animals, the horse? If this particular coursé 
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be deemed impracticable, some other might be adopted by influential persons, and 
perhaps the more general institution among agricultural societies of premiums for 
horses of the best description in the different classes, would be attended with the 
best effeets. The subject, at all events, is one which merits serious consideration.

Mathews was killed in America, though he took the trouble to re-cross the At- 
‘antic and die in Devonshire. He was regularly victimised. He had been an im- 
mense favorite with the Americans in his first visit, and after so long an absence 
the managers thought he would prove an attractive star if he could be seduced to 
epeat his visit. Mr. Mathews’s pecuniary difficulties obliged him to accept an 
‘fer in which his remuneration was to depend upon his superior attraction. Judg- 
ng from his former success, he was vain enough to calculate upon immense pro- 
its. But there were two circumstances which marred his hopes—his imitations 
of American peculiarities, whieh the natives called caricatures, and Miss Kemble’s 
book, which was voted both libellous and vulgar. The Americans are reported to 
be rather thin-skinned, and cannot bear the lash of ridicule. I don’t knew who 
can. Mathews in his first visit had been received with hospitality certainly unpre- 
‘edented toan actor. ‘They absolutely lion-ised him. He had opportunity and 
saw them im every position, public and domestic, from the States’ Assembly to the 
boudoir—and to what purpose did he convert the information so obtained? Why 
‘o write, or cause to be written, a drama, in which (with his admirable talent for 
imitation) the very people who had so hospitably received, entertained, and en- 
‘iched hin, were held up to the laughter, the ridicule, and sometimes the contempt 
of “the Euglish nation.” This is their version, not mine. Since which the ci- 
‘evant Miss Fanny Kemble had been similarly received and lionised, and had af- 
-erwards written a lashing book, then married, and retired beyond the possibility 
0! personal annoyance! Not so Mr. Mathews; he returned, and found that every 
\merican had entered inte his memory’s ledger the debt of gratitude due to Mr. 
Mathews, for the ridicule furnished to the laughter-loving sons of old England at 
friendly Jonathan’s expense. Could it be wondered at that the deors which for- 
merly flew open at Mathews’s approach were now found barred against him ?!— 

iat theatres, which were formerly crowded, were now comparatively empty! He 
'sked the reason! He was told that he had ridicaled and libelled them. He de- 
nied the charge. ** Try me,” he said, ‘and you yourselves shall be plaintiff, judge, 
aod jury; [ willperform, as in England, that which you assert is both a ridicule 
and a libel.”

He was to play three 
nights in each week, and te have a per centage on the receipts. The public knew 
this, and kept away; while on the other three nights the house was filled, to pa- 
‘ronise a very accomplished English actress, Miss Jarman (Mrs. Ternan), a lady 
who had never lashed the Americans in a book, or ridiculed their peculiarities in a 
drama. Debarred that society of which he was the soul and delight, mortified in 
vanity and injured in purse, with the most dreadful winter that had occurred for 
many years, poor Mathews was but the shadow of his former self, either as an 
actor or as a man.
